Brigade Alone Prevented a Serious Conflagration 


Another of Edmonton's pioneer build- 
ings was reduced to ashes Wednesday 
night about midnight when ithe Robertson 
block, or perhaps better known as the 
“Robertson Hall’ block, was burned. 
The block was a large frame building 
erected many years ago on Jasper av- 
enue east. ‘Robertson's hall,’ Edmon- 
ton’s pioneer play-house, occupied the 
upper floor, the lower storey being 
used as store buildings. Thes2 were 
occupied at the time of the fire by 
C. E. Morris. The Edmonton auction 
rooms occupied the building adjoining 
on the west. 

The alarm was sounded about eleven 
o'clock, and the brigade quickly re- 
sponded. They were handicapped, how- 


smoke, but the blaze was got under 
control. Both the buildings were 
damaged by fire, smoke and water, but 
in holding them the brigade saved prob- 
ably the several adjoining frame build- 
ings on Jasper and several blocks of 
the thickiy built frame structures im- 
mediately north of Jasper. A south- 
erly and easterly breeze was blowing 
at the time, and had the fire succeeded 
in making a good start beyond Jasper 
avenue and the vacant lots on the 
west which isolated the burning »b‘ock 
the most disastrous conflagration in 
the city’s history might well have de- 
veloped as the flames swept along the 
row of frame buildings on Jasper as 
far as the brick block of the Alberta 
cafe, and north along Namayo through 
Fraser's and Cushing’s lumber yards 
to the congested r:esidertial district on 
upper Namayo and Fraser avenues. 

The Robertson building burned rap- 
idiy. The fire originated apparently in 
ad adjoining shed,and spread with great 
rapidly and goon the large block was 
wrapped in amantle of flame which 
fluttered and floated upward and out- 
ward, making one of the most spectac- 
ular fires Edmonton has geen for @ 
long time. Clouds of dark smoke {l- 
luminated by the gow rolled upward 
and floated north across the city in a 
dark stream from which twink!ed my- 
riads of cinders, while a threatening 
deluge of sparks rained down upon the 
buildings in its course. In lees than an 
hour after the alarm sounded the doom- 
ed building began to fall. First sec- 
tions of the roof, then portions of the 
rear, eastern and front walla went 
crashing down. The west wall was 
the last to go anu stod a literal wali of 
fire for a few minutes after the re-

out of business, being shut down pend- 
ing repairs at the power house. To 
save the Robertson building was im- 
possible under the circumstances and 
the brigade devoted their attention to 
the neighboring buildings. A dwelling 
house east of the burning block caught 
early and was soon beyond hope. The 
Jasper House, directly across thestreet 
and Candy & Co’s real estate joffice 
and boarding house, a large frame 
structure about sixty feet west were 
the firemen’s lines of defence and they 
made the best of a difficult situation. 
The chemical was brougnt into play 
and the steanier got into action work- 
ing from the emergency tank at the 
city hall. By this means the adjoining 
buildings were held until the Robertson 
building had tumbled into ruins and the 
chief danger was past. The Jasper 
hotel being a brick building made a 
good fire break, but only by constant 
drenching was the roof and other ex- 
posed wood work kept from bursting 
into a general conflagration. The 
Candy building caught and ai one time 
the interior was a mass of flame and
